New York, Aug. 20—New York and 
the nation fitly signalized the appre­ 
ciation by the republic of her victo­ 
rious fleet, today. The imposing naval 
pageant of w arships was received In 
the harbor of the largest pity of the 
country with acclam ations of delight, 
and ovations on each crowded shore. 
There was no friction or delay in 
the program. At Tompkinsville Mayor 
Van AVyck and the committee boarded 
the New York. The welcoming cere­ 
monies were short and impressive. The 
ships moved up the bay at 10 o’clock in 
this order: the New York, Brooklyn, 
M assachusetts. Oregon, Iowa, Indiana, 
Texas, and a moving mass of vessels 
of all sizes and descriptions. Eac|i ship 
saluted Governor’s island as it passed, 
and there was a final dem onstration df 
patriotic fervor such as no city ever 
witnessed 
before, 
when 
the 
ships 
turned at G rant’s tomb and fired the 
national salute. 
The city of New York and every city 
and town near the harbor is gay with 
bunting and flags. The island of M an­ 
h attan looks like a vast ocean of red, 
white and blue. 
Broadway Is em- 
bow'ered with bunting, even the Bow'- 
ery showing a profusion. 


The Brooklyn did not fly Admiral 
Schley’s flag but a battle flag wiiich 
was torn 
and 
faded, waved in the 
breeze, showing the service it had seen. 
Eight thousand people at the foot of 
Christopher 
street 
sang 
“The Star 
Spangled 
Banner’’ 
as the 
squadron 
passed. The Brooklyn show'ed plainly 
the hole shot through her smoke stack. 
Since leaving Guantanam o on Sun­ 
day morning kist no incident of an un­ 
usual nature, except 
the tem porary 
breakdown of the Indiana’s condensers 
m arred the homew’ard progress of Ad­ 
m iral 
Sampson’s fleet. 
There were 
smooth seas and a fair wind. T he ships 
came in double column most of the 
time. 
The spirits of the men rose as the 
air grew' cool and the shores of New 
Jersey 
sighted. 
Adm iral 
Sampson 
says: “The men have borne their pri­ 
vations In a m anner beyond all praise. 
The navy has been very fortunate, 
We have, I think, made no m istake.’’

London, Aug. 20.—The Times publishes 
a letter from H avana, in which the 
wTlter Bays: ‘•’Uie civil population have 
arrived at a deliberate opinion in favor 
of annexation to the United States, and 
probably the arm y wl’.l eventually folkiw 
their 
example, 
however reluctantly. 
While independence, w’hlch would signify 
the tyranny of the wbel party, would 
almost certainly be 
follow’ed 
by the 
fiercest of civil W’ars, on the other hand, 
In the event of annexation the disap­ 
pointed rebels w’oold probably turn their 
arm s against the Americans and, as one 
of the highest government officials told 
me, he would not be surprised to see the 
Spaniards, perhaps even the Spanish 
troops, assisting the Americans against 
the inciirgents.’’ 
Declaring that the Cubans give open 
exprasslon to. suspit^ons of and threats 
against the Americans, the correppofi- 
dent expresses the belief th at the Ameri­ 
cans could easily suppress a rebellion, 
and that therefore “annexation, which 
nine-tenths of the inhabitants desire 
because they dread Independence above 
aM things, s?em.s to be the only solution 
th a t w’lll bring peace to the war-wasted 
land.’’ 
Qn-!«tions to Bo Discnniod. 
The government has appointed a Span­ 
ish commission to consider a definite 
basis for a treats’ of peace. The per­ 
sonnel of the commission, how’ever, is 
not announced. It is reported that the 
questions to be discussed Are as follows: 
First—Cession of territory and the de­ 
term ination of conditions of indemnlfl- 
catlon by the United States against 
dam age to public buildings, forts and 
th f state lands. 
Second—Indem nity for w’ar and navy 
mflterlal m utually agreed on to come 
into possession of the United States. 
Third—Conditions of and time for the 
evacuation by troops and vO'lr.nteere, 
w ith the war m aterial agreed oh. 
Fourth—Commercial and custom house 
advantages to be conceded. 
» F ifth—The recogmitlofi of property of 
all kinds of all Spanish citizens and the 
guarantees to be offered them during 
their stay In the Island. 
Sixth—The form of governm ent to be 
established In Cuba. 
A Laudgrahbing Schem e. 
Thursday the president 
afld new’ly 
elected board of the Spanish casino paid 
their respects to General Blanco. The 
president. In tbs nam e of all the Spanish 
residents in the island, requested Gen­ 
eral Blanco to gran t himself sjad his 
colleagues tlje lots givun for the purpose 
of erecting quarters for the volunteers 
In order that they m ight build a Sump­ 
tuous palace for the exclusive property 
of the Spanish colony, and in which the 
Spanish Consulate, the casino and other 
establishm ents belonging to Spaniards 
m ight be established. He aleo requested 
General Blanco to authorize the colleo- 
tion of fu n ^ by popular subscription for 
the purpose of Increasing the Spanish 
navy and erecting a statue in memory 
of Mr. Canovas and other wOrks. Gen­ 
eral Blanco answ’ered th a t he found the 
petition logical and practioal, and prom ­ 
ised to interest himself in furthering the 
desires rtf the* petltlohc-rs. 
Insurgont* Plaoder Blores. 
At 9 o’clock on the night of Aug. 14,100 
Insurgents entered a village between 
F orts Espana and Azcarraga and plun­ 
dered a store without attracting the a t­ 
tention of the 
residents. While they 
were entering Cuevas, near Fort Ala- 
manc, a sentinel fired at them. They 
were also firCd upon from the forts, and 
a number of shots were discharged at 
them from the village. One sentinel w’as 
killed. 
The Invaders plundered stores and 
private houses, Including the residences 
of the village mayor and Judge, from 
which were etolen clothes and Jew’els, 
leaving the Inhabitants w ith only the 
Clothing they had on. The Insurgents 
burned a store In revenge for the wound­ 
ing of one of their officers. They car­ 
ried away all the property which they 
could remove, driving off m any horses 
and rattle, and 
carrying aw'ay large 
quantities of clothing and jewelry. Ow­ 
ing to the suspension of hostilities the 
attack wa*? unexpected. 
On the night 
Aug. 17 there arrived 
a t Cayo Prances an American steam er 
under command ot Lieutenant Ern with 
provisions for the American arm y oper­ 
ating In that province. While distribut­ 
ing bread in tlie forts protecting the rail­ 
road between Calbarlen and Placetas, a 
Xjarty of InsurReuts who w’ere ambushed 
in the wooda tired upon und wounded 
iaeveral firemen of H avana who were en­ 
gaged in the work of distribution. The 
|woundeJ were removed to the Red Cross 
hospital.

Then ther* afe other ques­ 
tions for which we have to flx a basis 
of discussion and agreement. 
"Besides these odd other problems of 
greater importance, there is a prelim­ 
inary quofitlofi to be dlelcussed. Accord­ 
ing to Intefnatlonal law. ^ a suspension 
c?f hostllltlqB fias 
signed, the sur­ 
render of Manila ofight to have no legal 
effieacw. How wilt thiit principle be un­ 
derstood by the United States? This 
causes us more anxiety, and we give it 
great attention; but w’e are still aw ait­ 
ing the information 
demanded from 
General Jaudcnes, which has not yet 
reached us on account of the difficulties 
of communication between Madlla end 
Hong Keng.’’ 
These rem arks have all the appear­ 
ance of being authentic, as they are In 
accord with Infotm atlon from 
other 
sources and in harm ony M th Bagasta’s 
usual style. The public is still anxious 
for an explanation of Governor General 
A ugustin’s mysterious departure from 
M anila, but its curlo.sfty is not likely to 
be satisfied f6r some time, the govern­ 
ment declining tosay anything. 


O ccnpafion o f C uba. 
London, Aug. 20.—The Times foresees 
circum stances which may compel the 
United Statss to a peymanont occupa­ 
tion of Cuba. 
It says: 
“If America 
Is prepared to undertake the responsi­ 
bility of cDvemlnc the Pliiltppfne group 
It Is hard to seea how any other power 
could leglUmatels’ 
Interfere. 
If 
the 
United Btates repudiatoe such respon­ 
sibility a very perilous state of things 
m ight ensue, because It would- not be 
easy to disputo thS» I’lght of other powers 
to term inate the 
state of anarchy. 
Therefore 
many 
difTlcultleB 
will 
be 
avoided by American annejfation. 
In 
any case np European power need reck­ 
on upon finding the Un-fted Staten as 
easy to coerce as Japan.’’ 


Som e of Spain’s CoinmlsRionerK. ____ 
Madrid, Aug. 20.—Tho cabinet council 
has decided to appoint General Parrado, 
second In cbipmafid In Cuba; Rear Ad­ 
m iral Landerft, who succeeded Admiral 
K avarro, the SpanisJi commander In 
Cuban waters, and M arquis Montoro, 
m inister of finance In the Insular cab­ 
inet, as the comtnlsslon of evacuation for 
Cuba. 
Tho. porfo Rican commission 
has not yet been appointed, the gxjverrt- 
*ne«nt awaiting an expression of the 
views of Governor General Macias, but 
It ha« been decided th a t Admiral Vai- 
larlno shall be one df the commissioners. 
Tlie pitaca cdnifnisslonfrs have not 
been nominated; but It Is believed the 
composition of the commission has been 
decided upon, though the names of the 
members vdll not be published yet, as 
the gnv'ernmsnt Is resolved to take ad ­ 
vantage of the delay granted by the pro 
tocol In ordei- to avoid a cabinet crisis.

Madrid, Aug. 20.—Aft the IndicatlonB 
are that the peace nejjfotlatlons will bo 
prolonged. 
The opposition factions are 
redoubling the agitation for convoking 
the corteA, and it is sold th at Bagasta 
begins to hafiltate. although he shares 
'the opinlwi of the foreign m inister as 
to the Inconvenience Involved In a m eet­ 
ing of the cortas and a series of debates 
during the peace negotiations. 
It is 
possible th at the cortes will meet after 
the elections to the oounclls, about the 
middle of September. 


Ag^jreciitioh of VTnrslilps. 
'V\’^nshlngton, Aug. 20.—One 
of 
tho 
largest fleets of w arships ever assembled 
In an American port will be brought 
together In the next few daj-s at Fort 
Monroe. 
Already 57 warships are under 
orders to rendezvous there, and the or­ 
ders Btlll to be Issued will raise the total 
to the neighborhood of 70. 
Naval offl- 
dalB say It Is difficult to r«tllae the ex­ 
tent of such a m arine aggregation in 
one hurbqr. 
The movement of the ships 
northw ard is due to the cloae of hos­ 
tilities, «i d more particularly to the de­ 
sire to get the ships away from points 
of possible fever Infection. 
They will 
now be put In thorough repair, and their 
crews will bo gradually changed from 
naval mllltlamien to sailors of the regular 
navy. 
The navy departm ent has not yet de­ 
term ined what ships w'ill go to Havana, 
San Juan and pther points of Cuba and 
Porto Rico. 
There is felt to be no hurry 
about this until the authority of the 
I ’nited 
States 
is 
fully 
established 
throughout the Islands. 
In the m ean­ 
tim e the m atter of policing the shore 
points is being considered, and in due 
time a number of tlie light draught 
auxiliary cruisers and some of the single 
turretod monitors will be used for this 
coast patrol. 
It is found, however, that 
only four of the old m onitors are fit for 
this scxvlce In southern wafers. 
As many naval ve.ssels will bec,f*ntered 
alK>ut the West Indies from this time 
forward, the navy departm ent will send 
the new floating dock, recently bought 
in New York, down the coast to Pensa­ 
cola, where It will be kept for docking 
the warships. 
At th a t point also there 
are good naval workshops to be uised in 
conjufaction with the floating dock. The 
dock Is now being inag>ected and will be 
towed to P(uimcota as soon as the Bep-

MOW HIGH EXPLOSIVES ARE STORED 


ON A BRITISH VESSEL. 


F rM «D tlm That Are T akes to Prevent 
Accidente The Magniluc* Are Alt M u­ 
siré Iron u d Steel T sukl Built Sepa­ 
rately Into the Ship. 


The British navy has not. been without 
Its Mnino disasters, though fortunately 
those have boon unattended by any ques­ 
tions of foul play, and they have taught 
un a iogson. 
Tho l»ht such catastrophe 
was in IMü. vehc-i the go nix -at Dotterel 
was sunk and 145 lives lost through an 
explosion In one of her magazines. 
Since that timo great attention has boon 
paid to the storing of high explosives on 
board all tho ships of our nary. The mag­ 
azines arc now huge iron lank* bulk sep­ 
ara a-ly into the ship. 
Tho sides, bottom 
and crown of thcso are mad of thick steel 
plates weighing ten pounds to tho square 
foot. 
These plates are lap jointed and 
strongly riveted. 
Should any sido of the back of a coal 
bunker bo exposed, that side is built of 
plates that weigh 18 H pounds to tho 
square foot. This additional strength Is in 
order to prevent any explosion of coal gas 
that may occur in the bunker from tear­ 
ing open tho magazine. 
Further, tho 
plating is stiffened with heavy bars that 
make all parts of tho surface of equal 
strength. 
Should tlu> magazine bo placid 
near the engines or in any other placo 
where there Is a hjgh temperature, it is 
coated with a«hos'tus. 
Eloctrjcity is used 
for lighting purposes. 
All tho lights are in what nro called 
“ light boxes,” placed outside, the light 
penetrating into 
tho 
magazine itself 
through thick glass illuminators, which 
ai-o protected by gratings of brass wire. 
The keys of these boxes aro kept by the 
gunner of tho ship. 
Near them is a stock 
of candles ready for use in case the elec­ 
tric current should fail. 
Entrance to tho 
magazine is from the top, but out. of what 
is termed the handling nxun. 
The hatch 
of this is in line with tho crown of tho 
magazine, and the floor of the room is lead 
covered. 
For ventilating purposes air is pumped 
in at tho bottom and passes out through a 
specially constructed uptake, but on very 
dry <lays air is let into the magazine nat­ 
urally In order to prevent too much moist­ 
ure accumulating on tho cases and thus 
causing the powder to deteriorate. 
In an 
engagement the magazines would be kept 
closed down, so as to prevent tho enemy's 
shot from entering them, and air would 
be pumped in or the men working inside 
could live but a very few minutes. Before 
entering tho magazine the men have to 
leave behind them their knives, pipes and 
matches and to put on special boots that 
aro studded with brass nails. 
With the old fashioned powder a spark 
caused by the friction of a nail in one’s 
boot with tho iloor was sufficient to cause 
an explosion. 
Nowadays there is far less 
danger of accident. 
Many of the explo­ 
sives now used will only ignite by detona­ 
tion. Prismatio and pebhle powders if set 
on fire will frizzle away like a fuse, while 
cordite, if handled with ordinary caro, is 
quite harmless. 
All the bays—i. e., recesses—are marked 
with the number of cases that are to bo 
stowed in them, and they are provided 
with strong wooden uprights to prevent 
tho cases from being thrown out of placo 
by the motion of the ship. 
The doors of 
all tho magazines open outward, so that if 
in a violent storm the cases broke loose 
they would not block the entrance. 
No 
fuses, tubes or other articles that contain 
their own means of ignition are over 
stowed in magazines. 
All such articles 
arc placed in special storerooms far away 
from the powdvr. 
Quick firing ammuni­ 
tion cartridges for machine guns and rifles 
and dry gun cotton also have their sepa­ 
rate compartments. 
• All magazines aro fitted with a flooding 
arrangement, so that, should tho ship 
catch fir*', they can be at once filled with 
water. 
No one but a responsible officer is 
ever allowed to handle tht! keys, and he 
must first obtain permission from the cap­ 
tain. 
The hoaviost charges aro placed 
nearest the doors. 
In tho old days the 
powder monkey used to carry the cart­ 
ridges from the magazine to the guns in a 
case. 
Now the ammunition goes up a 
hydraulic lift that works on armored 
shoots. 
Carrying it would be an impossi­ 
bility, as some of the charges weigh 960 
pounds. 
Tanks containing fresh water 
and drinking cups are fixed in the han­ 
dling room for the use of the men, and all 
the floors are sprinkled with water before 
work begins. 
Speaking tubes lead from outside tho 
magazines—which, by tho way, are usual­ 
ly below the water line—to the gun decks, 
tho bridge and the conning tower. 
There is a quarterly examination of tho 
dry gun cotton to ascertain whether acid 
is accumulating. 
If it is, tho explosive 
is at once saturated with water. Wet gun 
cotton, being a very safe material, is kept 
in an ordinary storeroom and is weighed 
periodically tf> detect deterioration, a plug 
being at the same tíme removed in order 
that gas may escape. 
The “ warheads” of 
the Whitehead torpedoes, being filled with 
wet gua cotton, aro stowed by themselves 
and tested In tho manner just described. 
But the “ pistols,” which contain dry gun 
cotton, and the detonators for igniting the 
wet gun cotton in tho torpedoes aro placed 
together in a compartment that can. I«3 
flooded if necessary. 
Tho only other dangerous explosives 
carried by our warships are the filled 
shells, which arc given a place to them­ 
selves. None but the most stubborn fuses 
are lit.ted to these, unless they are at t ho 
gun and ready to bo fired. 
Their danger­ 
ous nature is indicated by their red paint­ 
ed heads and the broad red band around 
them. Seamen aro trained to handle them 
with the utmost care. 
Even signal lights 
und rockets are kept carefully out of tho 
wuy of irresponsible persons. 
J.n fact, ev­ 
ery possible precaution is taken to pre­ 
vent an accident with explosivos ««■cur- 
ring on any of our warships.—Invention.

T H E REAL M ANGO TRICK. 
' * 


It Is to Eat tho Frnlt Without Having to 
Táke a Bath Afterward. 
Some people take to olives, caviare and 
complicated cheese without any prelimi­ 
nary training by a sort, of instinct. 
They 
ar«» so very few that they serve only as a 
hinted proof of the doctrines of heredity 
and atavism. 
Tfio mango of the tropics 
falla in the sijno (fluss. 
The mango Uof the Fizo of a largo apple 
and sornqt hjug tho shape of apear that 
has turned a somersault and has landed 
on tho stem hig end to. Its color is a rich 
and dark green with a blotch of salmon 
on one side. 
It is impossible to bito into 
it as one would into a pearler two reasons 
—tho skhi is too tough and the stone is 
fully half as large as tho whole fruit. The 
only way is to nibble off the skin, for it is 
too juicy to be pared. 
Gnaw the skin off 
one side until a considerable portion is 
exposed of the red flesh. 
Then suck in 
the juices and the meat together until the 
etone presents itself. 
The next feat is to 
get the stoao atid the other side of tho 
fruit into the mguth wnile leaving tho re­ 
mainder of tho skin outside and clear of 
the meat. 
In this ungraceful operation 
one speedily learns that (lie mango be­ 
longs to the natural order of clingstones. 
Tho remainder of the process is to eject 
the stone, which Is an uncomfortably 
large mouthful. 
When one has eaten all 
tho mangoes hocares to take at ono sitting, 
it is necqssary to take n bath and change 
the clothing in order to get rid of the su­ 
perabundance of juice and pulp which will 
smear the race and danb tho apparel de­ 
spite all precautions. 
As to the flavor of the mango, and no 
one would bother With tho extremely slop­ 
py fruit if it wore not for real enjoyment 
of tho flavor, it is possible to make a trial 
trip. 
Set a largo clingstone poach to souk 
overnight in «luted turpentine and the 
next morning it will satisfactorily suggest 
the flrst taste Of the mango. 
The smack 
of turpentine and rosin is most prominent 
in the skin, but it is quite marked in tho 
juice and pulp. 
After cultivating tho 
taste most piwpJo consider the mango tho 
finest fruit of the tropics and recognize a 
dozen varieties by tho varying strength of 
the turpentiuo. 
But no amount of culti­ 
vation of the tasto will ever avail to solve 
tho real trick of tho mango—that, is, to 
i eat it without needing a bath afterward.

LONG FINGER NAILS.

A 
Siamese exqui«it3 permits tho nails on his 
fingers to grow to such an extent that his 
hands uro j ia«3tiqaÚy UBéless. 
The aristo­ 
crats who affect those nails cannot write* 
dress thoiHselwss or eVon feed themselves. 
Tho Slamo/o held the long linger naif 
in tho santo rcrereppo wo hold the family 
tree. 
Many of tTroga never have had thou 
nails cut frfcm fhe day of their birth. 
On 
the ürst litigar t HV* nail la of moderate 
length—t hre© or feu? inches—while on the 
other flu gets tho rails grow occasionally 
two feet. 
The thumb nail, whch is also 
allowed to grow long, after reaching a cer 
tain length cur ves around like a corkscrew. 
In both China and Siam the owners of 
long nails wear metal cases over them to 
preserve them, made of gold or silver, and 
jeweled. While long nails arc not regard 
cd as singular in China, they are rarely 
met with except on fanatics and pedantic 
scholars. 
Among tho fakirs In Hindustan a pe­ 
culiar custom is that of holding the hand 
tightly clinched and in one position so 
long that at last the nails grow through 
the palm, emerging at the bank of the 
hand and growing thence almost to the 
wrist. When the wasted muscles refuse to 
support tho arm any longer, it is bound 
in position with cords. 
In Nubia the long nail is regarded as 
indicative of good brooding.

There w ere several lively tiffs, e s­ 
pecially tow ard the end of the debate, 
w hen both sp eak ers w ere w arm ed up, 
and the aud ien ce applauded heartily 
every point that w as scored. T here w as 
a sligh t d isagreem ent in the m iddle of 
Mr. 
S pellm an’s 
first 
speech, w hich 
started the real sp icin ess of the m eet­ 
ing. 
W hile Mr. Spellm an w as sp ea k ­ 
ing, W illiam D obson arose and said 
the Speaker w as not keeping to his 
agreem ent. 
T here w a s som e lively 
talk betw een the chairm an, Mr. D ob­ 
son and Mr. Spellm an. Mr. W olf said 
he had been surprised at Mr. Sp ell­ 
m an's m ethod, and it then developed 
that Mr. Spellm an had not been prop­ 
erly inform ed of the agreem en t a s to 
tin- use of the first appearance, to state 
positions m erely.

H e said th a t if the rich could 
not afford to hold the land under sin ­ 
gle tax, the poor certain ly could not, 
h avin g no cap ital to im prove land w ith. 
The people should seize the land for 
their ow n use instead of to rent again 
to the rich.

A CLEVER EQUITY JUDGE. 


B u t as a Ju ry H e P roved a m onum ental 
F ailu re. 
Ex-.Tudgo Dillon delights In telling 
anecdotes Oí the days when ho was on the 
United States circuit bench and held 
court in Kansas. 
He lately told the story 
to some New York friends of a jury in his 
court at Leavenworth which trlod a Brown 
county woman who was chargod with sell­ 
ing whisky without a government license. 
It was shown by tho testimony that the 
woman was in the habit of concocting a 
medicine from whisky and herbs, which 
she sold to neighboring farmers. 
This 
was the jury’s verdict: “ Wo do hereby find 
the defendant not guilty, but we warn her 
that if she docs not cease tho practice she 
13 likely to gS'tó jail.’’ 
Oneoupon a time there was a happening 
in Judge Dillon's court at Leavenworth 
which so far ho has never embodied in any 
of his anocddtcs. 
A man had been indict­ 
ed for stealing government mules from 
Fort Hays. Judge Horton was then U nit­ 
ed States district attorney, and Tom Fon- 
lnn, tho well known Leavenworth lawyer, 
appeared for tho defense. 
It happened 
when the case was reached on tho docket 
that two juries were already out, and 
Judge Dillon remarked that the case would 
have to bo postponed until one of them 
camo in. 
Mr. Fenlon stated that the de­ 
fendant was ready to go to trial before tho 
court without a jury, and with this waiver 
the case went to trial. 
The government 
officers testified to thp pj^oner's guilt in 
a m anner that appeared to bo conclusive, 
but in rebufital the prisoner produced a 
great gang of pals wno clearly proved an 
alibL When Judge Dillon came to deliver 
his verdict, ho said, “ While the preponder­ 
ance of testimony appears to be .greatly in 
favor of fcfco accused, I am nevertheless 
convinced of his guilt, and will so de­ 
cide. ” 
Tom Fenlon waa divided between aston­ 
ishment and anger. He said nothing, how­ 
ever, until he met the judge at tho dinner 
table that day ir. tho Planters’ hotel, when 
he walked up to tho table where ills honor 
was sitting and said: 
“ Judge Dillon, I regard you as the best 
equity judge in the United States, but as 
a jury you aro < ho d——dost failure I over 
heard o f!”—-Kansas City Journal.

Conspicuous among these were the 
Marquis de Gnnzaloz, tho Spaniard sccoud 
in command, who was killed, and ono 
Don Luis do Velasco, tho commander of 
tho Spanish ship-of-wnr, tho I’eina, who 
established himself in an inner intrench- 
ment with about 100 men, and, after 
offering a most determined resistance, fell 
mortally wounded. 
With the fall of Fort Morro, tho chief de­ 
fense of Havana, camo of necessity tho fall 
of that city, for, although tho Spanish 
oommandcr, true to tbo last to tho instincts 
of a soldier, refused at first, the terms offer­ 
ed him by Aibomoflo with a view to spar­ 
ing unnecessary losk of life, the bombard­ 
ment of tho city, which his refusal en­ 
tailed, plaocd tho Issuo beyond doubt.

sistance. Tfiv Due de Bassano was urging- 
him to strike a blow for his liberty—bad; 
advice sufely. .. 
As the trio Walked back and forth they 
came Upon á child 8 or 4 years old wh« 
was picking violets. 
Napoleon called th® 
baby to him and asked for his flowers, and 
the little thipg gave the emperor all h® 
had. 
A silen'c© in the political talk fol­ 
lowed until Napoleon, who alway® had® 
vein of super--citioh in his reasonings, said:; 
“ Well, géúbícmen, I am thinking of thaft 
child. 
That ehanq© meeting seems to ina. 
like a picde of secret advice, warning m® 
for the future *-tb imitate the modesty of 
this flower. . Yes, the violet shall hence* 
forward fié the emblem of my desires.” 
“ Sire,’.’ said. Bertrand boldly, “ for you» 
majesty’s gl^ry, I like to think that feel­ 
ing w ill. last no lofigcr. in you than tho 
flowers that I&lpir&d it.’• 
But the oi.-' peror, silent and unheeding 
now, withdrew and went to his private 
rooms. The,next dhy he wcs seen walking 
in iho garag; 1 with a bunch of violets in 
his buttonhole and stooping now and again, 
to pluck iqorq. 
Á man named Choudieu, 
a gimmdiqr oí tho guard, was on sentry 
duty, and, taking advantage of the laxity* 
of discipline that prevailed in this hour o£ 
ruin, ho ventUréd to speak to tho fallen 
sovereign. I 
“ In another year, sire, the violets w ill 
be growing thicker here. You oan gather 
them with lew; trouble.” 
“ What!” was the answer. 
“ Do you 
suppose I will be here next year?” 
“ Perhaps sooner. We soldiers hope so.” 
“ B ut do fúu know that I leave for Elba 
day after toniorWiw?” 
“ Your majesty Will suffer the storm to 
pass.” 
- 
“Aro your comrades talking and fool­ 
ing us you d-2i ” 
“ Almost al» qf them. ” 
“ Ah! 
Well, tell them to feel, but noft 
to talk. 
When your sentry duty is over, 
go to General Bertrund. lie will give you 
20 napoleons. 
But keep tho secret. ” 
Choudieu did not keep entirely secret 
the story of t is conference with bis ma^ 
jesty, but ho threw a veil over his allu­ 
sions and taught the other soldiers to d® 
so by calling their great aud worshiped 
leader Father Violet. Little by little talk 
about Father Violet reached the public, 
and to wear a bunch of vi.olets by the tim e 
tho next season came around was a recog­ 
nized sign of imperialist sympathies. ' To 
this day violets are not worn in tho sama 
general way la France that they are here 
and in England, because they are felt to 
be a political badge. 
A legitimist v^ould 
not be seen with a bunch in his button­ 
hole any mors than he would wcax a re- 
publican tricolor cockade. 


PRECURSOR OF HOLLAND. 
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Civil W ar M artyrs to tho Cause o f SntH 
noaiine F ig h tin g Vessels. 
In 1863 Lieutenant Payne, a young, 
brave and gifted sailor of tho Confederate 
navy, had constructed a submarino tor* 
p.:Jo boat.

On Oot. 12 of that year, in Mobilo bay, 
tho vessel wys sent on an errand of de­ 
traction against tho Yankee fleet. 
Sha 
dived, but did net come to tho surface, 
und hor crew of eight men were suffocated. 
Tlio invcntof had been restrained from, 
taking part in the trial. 
Ho had faith iu 
his invention, and on .Tau. 11, 1864, in­ 
sisted in directing the vessel on a similar 
mission j,in the harbor of Charleston. 
Again there vru.* a failure, but Lieutenant 
Payno and two sailors narrowly escaped 
the death which overtook thoir compan­ 
ions by bivakiug through tho top of a glass 
compartment. 
Subsequent Improvements caused tha 
vessel to l)« capable of divjng and rising 
at the will of the operator, and repeat­ 
ed trials in Stono river caused the en- 
thushism of tho Confederates to kuow no 
bounds. 
She went for a mile under wa­ 
ter, discharged blank torpedoes and re­ 
turned breathing easily. 
On Jan. 89 of 
the samo year, huWcver, sho stuck hor 
nose in the ? md, und this time Lieutenant 
Payne staid to sleep tho long sleep with 
tho men who wont down with him.

A Few N ecessary Rule» F o r Pre»ervlng 
the Pretty W ater Pets. 
It is remarkable how seldom people are 
able to keep goldfish for more than a 
month or two at most and all because they 
neglect a few first principles. 
Goldfish 
can ho kept almost any length of time, 
accidents apart, if kept scrupulously clean. 
The nir in tho water is soon exhausted, 
and they should have fresh water every 
day; if 
possiblo, oftOner in summer, 
though once will do if tho globo is fairly 
largo. 
Ono cpn usually toll when the fish are 
needing water. 
They stand up on their 
tails, with their mouths to tho surfaeo of 
the water, and move slowly in that posi­ 
tion, generally making a bubbling sound. 
When you put the freshw ater Into tho. 
globe, let it dash in from a height, so that 
plenty of air gets In, too, and let your fish 
have a handful of shells or small stones. 
They look pretty, and tho fish appreciate 
being able to poke about among them for 
bits of food, and it gives them something 
to do and a little interest in life. 
People 
frequently tuaks the mistako of thinking 
that tho fish get enough food cut of the 
water. This is pot so. They need feeding 
when in Captivity. Packets of fishes’ food, 
chiefly consisting of dried ants’ eggs, can 
be procured frein any seed or naturalists 
shop. 
As they require only a very small 
quantity otpn a day. their board is not ex­ 
pensive. They will livo on vermicelli, but 
this clouds the water, and consequently 
injures the appearance of the globe. 
It is said that goldfish should never bo 
handled. 
This is no doubt true if they 
are kept for breeding purposes. 
Other­ 
wise it does them no harm—if due care is 
exerclsed-^-and you may pick them up one 
by one in your hand and pop them into 
the globe of fre*h water. 
Never buy a fish unless the fins ore erect 
and fully spread. 
Directly tho iish is out 
of health the fins eloso moro and more un­ 
til it din, when they are quite shut up 
against tho body. — Cleveland Leader. 


Lum inous P ain t. 
Luminous paint has sí) many uses that 
expert and amateur alike aro interested in 
everything how concerning it. 
Moi-t of 
these self lighting colors are mado of ba­ 
rium sulphide or calcium sulphido. 
A 
lum inant Which is highly spoken of is 
inado of calcium tungstate. 
To prepare 
this put into a Hessian crucible 80 parts 
calcium chloride, 80 parts sodium tung­ 
state and 30 parts sodium chloride, which 
have been well mixed. 
Keep it at a red 
heat for several hours. 
The heat breaks 
down tho mass, which becomes a vitreous 
paste. 
After coolmg and breaking up the 
mixture is thoroughly washed with water. 
Fine crystals of calcium tungstate remain 
after this process. 
A coating of strong 
glue is put over the surface which it is 
desired to cover, apd the crystals are thick­ 
ly strewn over the glue, which, harden­ 
ing, holds thotn firmly in place. 
This is 
said to be by far tho most brilliant self 
lum inant extant.-r-New York Ledger.

Sosu* of Ttirm Are MtlllooolrM, and All 
Mnct Be Well to I>o—Albert Ulltou «nd 
Bl» l>eTotloo to Fbilotoly—OorBcrtog 
Btnmps- rostogo Mtomp Forgory. 


New yoke, Aug. 20.—[Speolal.)—On 
Tnesday next the stamp oolleotors of tho 
IJnltod Btaksi, orgMilzsd as the American 
Phliatelio assmdMiun, will Ik)«1i]i their an­ 
nual oonventloii in this town. 
For seterol days tboreafter there will be 
seferal inecMngs 
day, a t which varl- 
ons Bubjpets of littie moment to tho gen­ 
eral public, but of absorbing iuterost to 
tho ;30 Ltkiiig part, will be discussed with 
ais much oamcntness as if the fate of the 
nations of the earth were hanging in the 
balance. 
And If tho wealthy members of 
tho association turn out in force tho meet­ 
ings will repifwent no inoonnidoinble sec­ 
tion of Anoopica’s plutocracy, for the mem- 
la^rship .inoludiw a number of men and 
women w’hose worldly jxASsosMlons richly 
entitle them to bo termed niUliouairoe—in 
fact, stamp collection on any scale worth 
mentioning is now' so expensive that few 
not possosfsotl of plenty of spuro cash can 
indalge in It at all. 
A A’amaos Amarioau Collcotor. 
Until about six years ago Alljert Flllton 
was crodltiHl with being the most extensive 
•tamp oolhK'tor in tho UnlUxl Wfcates. His 
oolltHAiou was rauro than onco declared to 
be the most couiprehousixo and ex[jcnBive 
in existence, though it is doubtful whether 
it wiw really the equal of tho ono accumu- 
luti'd by A rthur de Itothschlld, a member 
of tho famous family of bankers. 
Hilton’s oolleotion, however, was oer- 
talnly among tim groatost in tho world, 
for it was insuretl for f 7fe,000 and had un­ 
doubtedly r-ost much in cicossof that sum. 
Ho w as wrapp<Ki up In its pix^gress to such 
an extent that he had a special stamp 
olcrk vrhose reputation as a philatelist was 
worldwide in his employ and through 
whom and tho liberal expenditure of 
money he had suoceotied in obtaining not 
a few but many stamps that were guar­ 
anteed to bo unique. It was Mr. H ilton’s 
ambition to secure uu absolutely complete 
collection, and to that end ho gave up a 
large amount of his own time. 
Hilton was probably tho only man who 
ever tried to make a corner in tho stamp 
issue of a great nation, his endeavor being 
Ulrected.for some weeks to the purchase of 
the entire output of the Columbian stamps 
issued in commemoration of tho Chicago 
World’s fair. 
Of course ho failed, as 
tho government was quite roatly to print 
os many stumps os he would buy. 
But 
his buyings raised the price of complete 
sots oonsideiably for avrbllo and cost many 
stump collectors who rror& anxious to own 
complete sets of “ Columbians” very dear­ 
ly. When the collapso of his stamp corner 
came, however, he was a bigger loser by 
his operations than any qno else, tho sum 
involved being surely us much as $25,000. 
Hilton kept hjs stamps In albumu spe­ 
cially made for them, tho loavc» of which 
wero spaced f ff for every stamp ever is­ 
sued, and tho albums were kept in u costly 
sale that was every whit as elaborate and 
as oarc'ti^- looked after as the big safe of 
Hilton, Hughe.s kc Co., of which ho was a 
mom her. A great deal of his time and that 
of his 8ta^Bp clork was taken up in 
watching the output of now stamps by 
various uountries and procuring specimens 
of the same, which was, In truth, no easy 
task, since, acoerdingto standard authori­ 
ties, there are about 800 now stamps issued 
every year. 
C o a n te rfa it S tam p s. 
According to a New York stamp dealer, 
Mr. Hilton used to have n good deal of 
trouble with counterfeit stamps, and that 
is a sort of cmbarrassmept met by virtu­ 
ally all stamp oolli^tors. 
Students of 
philately say that there are probably more 
couiifce^Mt; than eenuUid -St^mns in 


amarcur' ocntecriHfins of the wofid, as tt 
Is much mote difficult for the amateur, 
often isolated from other ex(wrt«, to det**! 
a bud stamp than it is to detect spurious 
ooln or paper mancj. 
t 
Yet Htaitip colluctors have more than 
once Ima} of greet sorvioc to tho ix»stal au- 
thoritlw of thii and other oountrk^a In do* 
tooting onunearfolt htatups, as wltuoss the 
recent uncartliinf by a Ijundun coUectdr 
of an issqa of shilling stamps used on tele­ 
graph blanks In Engifii(,d and the discovery 
a few years ago by a New Jersey colleotor 
that United bitatos revenue stamps had 
lieen furged in great quantities. 
Ono of the gruAtest forgeries of United 
Btates 8 oant tmstage stamps was effected 
in Chicago, hut the major part of the 
oounterfeTt stamps are exooutod in Belgium 
and floated in Loudon, which is tho center 
of the stamp ooilectiug mania, as was its 
place of origination. Tho Ghioago forgery, 
however, was not disioovered by oollectors, 
but in the regular course of busiucss. 
It 
would be impossible to buy stamps at any 
postoffico substation at a discount, no 
m atter hew great tho quantity you m ight 
wish to buy, yet tho trado In genuine 
stamps at 1 or 8 per cent off is a very largo 
one in some of tho big cities, t>artioularly 
New York, Boston, Chicago, Philadelphia 
and other places where periodicalH of 
large circulation ore published or firms 
doing luNsvy mall busln<‘ss are located, 
slm« many subscribers in the uno case and 
mall customers in the other habitually 
make remittances in tho form of staunps. 
This made it iiorfwtly safo for the floaters 
of tho Chicago counterfeit to advertise the 
sale of postage stamps at a discount, but 
they m i^e a great mistake w'hen they de­ 
livered tho goods, fur instead of putting 
them up singly uad In little itaokages each 
worth 10 cents, 60 cents or $1, as they 
would be reooivtxi in tho natural course of 
busin^^s they offered them in the original 
sheets. Genuine stamps oould not bo sold 
in that oondltiou at a discount w'lthout 
loss unless they were stolen, und there was 
at onco suspicion of something wrong. 
Comparison of tho pvl^ch^yit'd sheets with 
a sheet fresh from the postoffico showed a 
difference of tint, and then it was known 
that forgery had Ijocn committed. 
S tam p Col le c tio n N otes, 
The son of the oelebrated Duchease de 
Qallicra of Paris is reputed to bo the 
greatest stamp collector at tho present 
time. 
He is said to own between 800 and 
400 different albums, each full of rare 
stain ps. 
Arthur do Rothschild bos published a 
book on the peculiarities of the stamps Is­ 
sued by different nations of the world, and 
the work is uot only standard with collect­ 
ors, but has a place also in many govorn- 
moutal libntries. 
Every civilized nation now boasts such 
an organization as tjio American Philatelic 
association, but Rarls actuully has a 
“ bourse of stamps,” or philatolio ex­ 
change, where stamps are dealt in exactly 
as stocks and bqnda aro bought and sold 
on the New York stock exchange.

The peixptration rolled down the man's 
faoe, his features became fairly distort­ 
ed, and finally we hoaxd him murmur, 
“ This is a carkerf* I became desperate 
myself, ami when ho finally gravely 
separated tho blue shades, putting some 
with the lavender and others with the 
pink, I felt like screaming. As soon as 
I oould see the doctor I expressed my 
sympathy, and he replied: 
“ Yes, sympathy is very well, but If 
you were riding on a railway train you 
would like to be sure that the engineer 
knew the primary oelors I This man has 
passed a scries of examinations and Is 
qualified to assume a responsible posi­ 
tion, but he has this serious defoct in 
eyesight.”

S u rfa c in s N a tn ra l W ood. 
White pine, birch, cherry, whltewoml, 
maple, sycamore, gum and hemlock need 
no filling at all. 
They aro classed as the 
closo grained woods, and their surface 
presents no pores or cellular tissue to be 
filled. 
Still the surfaoe needs to bo sealed 
up so tho wood will not suck the oil out 
of tho varnish. 
This is called surfacing. 
It consists of coating tho surface with 
shellac, aud then sandpapering down to a 
smooth finish.

In the summer she and her 
mother live with Mrs. Bohtmck’s brother, 
Matthew Morgan, also a retired banker, 
who has a summer home at Babylon, N. 
Y. 
It was at Mr. Morgan’s house that 
Miss Hchcnok conceived the idea of the 
chain. 
She wrote letters to four of her 
friends, requesting each to send her 10 
cents and also write to four of their friends 
with the same request. 
When the series 
reaoh(Hl 100 she thought she would have 
enough. 
B ut it was in placing the lim it upon her 
chain that Miss Schenck made her great 
mistake. 
Had she stopped but a moment 
to figure she would have discovered that if 
her chain ran through only 20 series tho 
number of letters duo her would increase 
alarmingly. 
Her first letter would yield 
four in return. 
Tho second series would 
bring 16, tho third 64, tho fourth 256, the 
fifth 1,034, the sixth 4,096 and so on. 
Within ten days after sending out her 
initial letter Miss Schenck began to re- 
cei-vo letters by tho thousands. 
The little 
postoflaco at Babylon was fairly swamped 
with them. 
So was tho retired banker’s 
household. 
Mr. Morgan la quick at figures and ac­ 
customed to handling great sums of mon­ 
ey. 
Ho instantly cleared his summer 
home for action. Ho changed his comfort­ 
able library into a temporary postoflice 
and hired two delivery wagons to cart tho 
letters homo twice a day. No longer were 
the number of pieces counted. They were 
estimated by the barrel. 
But soon Miss Sohftnck’s mail outgrow 
the home force, and again Mr. Morgan’s 
business ability came to the rescue. 
He 
w^ent to New York and made arrange­ 
ments with a responsible publishing firm 
to take charge of the ice fund letters un­ 
der his niece’s general supervision. 
The 
publishing firm were willing to do it for 
the sake of the addresses, which they will 
sell to business houses that send out ad­ 
vertising matter and pamphlets. 
So the 
people who helped swell Miss Schenck’s 
mail will find their own increased in duo 
time. 
From tho llbrEuy the business of open­ 
ing the letters was transferred to Mr. 


OPENING THE LETTERS. 
Morgan’s big barn, whore a number of 
girls hired for tho purpose sit all day rip­ 
ping open envelopes, sorting out dimes, 
cheeks, postal notes and money orders and 
stacking tho optuiod letters in heaps. 
At 
last accounts the contributions had run 
up as high us $1,600 a day. One check for 
$75 and another for $50 wore in tho lot. 
At the ond of ei«3h day’s work tho money, 
neatly rolled Into cylinders and sorted 
Into piles, is deposited in tho bank, and 
from time to time a ohook is sent to tho 
National Red Cross society. 
Of course mure than enough for the 
original purpose was nwelved long ago, 
but tho balance is religiously turntxi over 
and will bo put to good use by the Rod 
Cross Bocloty. 
Miss Schenck, however, 
having accompllshetd her object, would 
like to be relieved of further responsibility.

will proljably be th* Royal lottery of 
Cuba. 
If it isn’t, it ought to be. 
Tho 
CulMtns have enough ills without having 
this insidious evil perpetuated. 
Should th© government of the island bo 
handed over to the Cubans themselves it 
Is entirely likely that tho Royal lottery 
would be permitted to continue It# oiuiser 
unnoolested. 
For this reason it would bo 
well for thorn to experience tho results of 
six months’ eilirtonoe under good, whole­ 
some American laws. Undo Sam has had 
about all the experlonco with lotteries that 
ho wants. He knows they are institutions 
which do not benefit the people. 
But the 
CulMinB are not so wise, for, although the 
lottery, like every other profitable concern, 
has b ^ n run by Spaniards, they continue 
to patronise and support it. 
The Royal lottery of Cuba is conducted 
on much tho same prlnolplos as tho na­ 
tional lottoriee of Italy and Germany. 
I’robably there Is no actual trickery. It Is 
unuecasnary. 
The poor Cubans are so 
willing to bo swindled by this particular 
form of gambling that, they continue to 
buy lottery tiokots although they know 
that the ixlds aro heavy against them. 
All through the war tho Royal lottery 
has continuiKi to hold Its dra-wings undis­ 
turbed and at last accounts was still at 
it. 
The tiokots are sold everywhere and 
by every ragamuffin who can get a lottery 
broker to trust him with a ticket to sell 
on commission. 
While you sit in a cafe 
you are offered 20 tickets by 30 different 
peddlers in os many minutes. The tickets 
used to cost $10 each in Spanish silver 
coin. Since the war they have sold for $10 
in paper. 
Tho numbors are divided Into 
tenths. 
You can buy one-tenth, several 
tenths or the whole number. Hence when 
tho big premium is $30,000 and you hold 
a onc-tonth ticket you win $5,000—per­ 
haps. 
On the day of the draw'lng the doors aro 
thrown open promptly at 7 a. m., and the 
crowd rushes in. Any one is admitted, so 
the audience is not select. 
The perform­ 
ance begins with the arrival of the gray 
hairetl president ami all the gray haired 
vice pn>sidents. 
The intondento general 
de hacienda sits iu a big chair in the 
cxinter of the platform and looks honest. 
He also is gray haired. 
Men with hoary

heads aro alwayk. choSen for those jobs. 
They bring an air of respoctabllity to the 
show and inspire th* populace with confl- 
donoe. 
They sit In a semicircle, with a 
very fine jiortrait of the boy king of Spain 
behind them and a very largo assortment 
of customers in front of them. 
On the loft is a box oontaiuing 13 men, 
all gray haired. 
This is the jury hired by 
tho Royal lottery to settle d ilu te s as to 
numbers or premiums. Each juryman has 
a slnocnro. 
There never has been a dis­ 
pute. 
The thousand in front have too 
much roverence for gray hair to rise up 
and dispute anything. 
A t the front of tho stage, whero the 
footlights would bo if the place were a 
theater, sit two little boys, orphans from 
tho orphan asylum. 
They have been 
brought in to draw the numbers. 
Little 
boys are as reepeotablo and their youth 
Inspires just as much confidence as gray 
hairs. 
The populace cannot possibly sus­ 
pect little boys any more than gray hairs 
of chesting. And of course the Royal lot­ 
tery itself has nothing whatever to do 
with the drawing. There are the numbers 
In a brass cage, and there are the oherub 
boys. 
A cherub draws a number out of 
tho brass cage, and that settles the busi- 
nes-s. 
You win or you lose, and tho 
Royal lottery is so sorry if you lose that it 
at once issues another lot of tiokots so you 
con win next time. 
Tho drawing begins. To show the pop­ 
ulace how fairly and squarely a gambling 
business can be conducted tho huge brass 
globes containing the numbers aro turned 
round and round by two of the gray haired 
vice president*. This shufiles the niimbprs 
60 that no favoritism can possibly be 
shown to any particular number. 
The 
numbers are printed on beads about the 
size of a marble. 
The brass globe turns 
round. 
A bead falls out. 
One of the 
cherubs sorooches tho number. 
On tho 
other side of the stage another brass globo 
turns round. 
A bead falls out. 
Tho at­ 
tending oherub shrieks the amount of tho 
premium that is to bo paid to tho holder 
of tho number which his fellow cherub has 
just announced. 
On one of tho sidewalls Is a huge black­ 
board. 
Koch number as It is drawn is 
chalked on this board. 
The chalking is 
dono by a pupil from one of tho Spanish 
schools. It looks well b) have tho numbers 
thus publicly chalkoil up. 
It shows tho 
populace how openly tho whole affair is 
conducted, and bow thoroughly dlslntor- 
psted tho Royal lottery really is. Thus tho 
drawing goes on till the big prize, $50,000, 
Is drawn. 
That is the signal for n move­ 
m ent among the thousand—that Is, they 
rise as one man, and filter out of the 
b^uildlng. 
There are 500 premiums of $100 each 
still to be drawn. But tho thousand want 
the big premium or nothing. 
What is a 
paltry $100 to the negroes and beggars and 
rmionccntrudos after they had looked for­ 
ward for ton days to winning $30,000? 
Of course somebody wins. 
The few 
prizes dlstributcil, however, ore by no 
moans proportionate to the big sum* real­ 
ized by tho sale of tickets. 
Yet a ragged 
Cuban will sbirve himself and his family 
to buy a chance.

They will bo put away carefully 
In glass cases to b l exhibited for years to 
Ciune in the grinories where the suoeeasors 
of the men vlho fe»ught in 1S98 will gather 
to drill an d preserve tho regimental organ­ 
ization. 
Perhaps yo|i can imagine with what de­ 
votion the buys who will co m p el tho Soy- 
enty-flrst New York m ilitia regiment of a 
dozen years henco will r«'gard the frayetl 
and weathar beaten strips of silk which 
represent the colors carried by the rogi- 
m entwhen t$e bloody heights of San Juan 
wero stormed and taken or tho patriotio 
emotions with whieh the Pennsylvania 
national guardsmen will look upon tho 
relics of tbo flog which troops from that 
state fought under iu the far I’hilipplnoB. 
Every shrod and every spot will recall si 
traiUtion, a story of heroism. 
As you probably know, each regiment 
In both the regular and volunteer armies 
carries two eiDbloms. On© is the stars and 
stripe# and tho other its own particular 
flag. 
The national color of tho United Ftatoa 
army is of silk, with yellow silk fringe, is 
4 feet 4 inches high and 6 feet 6 inches 
wide and is made with a casing through 
which i)asoc5e the staff, tho color being held 
firmly by a leather strap at the top and 
ixittom of the casing. 
The spearhead is a 
heart shaped figure of ezoellent design 
and under the present regulations nickel 
plated. 
The colors of the Infantry regiments 
have ta.ssols attached to them of blue and 
white silk. 
The cavalry regiments now 
carry no tascsals; the artillery regiments 
carry rcni and yellow tassels. 
The stars on our modern colors aro em­ 
broiders! with aliuo.st mathematical ac­ 
curacy, the result of this kind of work be­ 
ing that tho stars are the same on both 
sides of the blue, and l)«canse of the relief 
which the embroidery gives them they 
stand out much mere distinctly than tho 
ordinary stars of linen or other'material. 
On the middle red stripe is embroidered 
tho name of tbo regiment, which of course 
roads correctly on only one side, tho strlpo 
being of a single thickness of material. 
Tho rc^lmqntal color* of the United 
States infantry regiments are of blue silk, 
showing the eagle btmring on his breast a 
shield with the arms of the United States. 
The eagle carries in one talon a branch of 
laurel with red berries and in the other a

b-nnch of arrows. Over the eagle’s head is 
an are of sun rays semioircular in shape, 
between which and tho head of tho eagle 
are 13 stars. In tho eagle’s mouth is a scroll 
with the words, “ E Pluribus U num .” 
■Underneath tho eagle is a scroll on which 
the regimental name Is embroidered. 
The general design of this color is good, 
hut tho execution of tho eagle is very poor. 
Tho bird’s head and wings aro badly 
drawn, the wings esiiecially not being in 
any respect those of an c.aglo. With a few 
corrections, which could easily bo made, 
tho eagle could bo so improved as to pre­ 
sent really a strong, as well as artistic op- 
pearanco. 
Again, the scroll which Is under the 
eagle, upon which the regimental name is 
placed, is out of .all proimrtion in size to 
the oi*gle and is very ugly in design. 
It is a pity that the government does 
not allow some person wLo knows what a 
bird look* like and ha.<i some idea of artis­ 
tic beauty to remodel this flag, which 
would compare well with most of the army 
colors of European regiments. 
Tho cavalry colors are like the infantry 
colors, but considerably smaller, the regi­ 
mental flag being yellow and very hand­ 
some, but with tho same defects in design 
as the infantry flag. 
Tho artillery national color Is like the 
infantry color; tho regimental color is red 
with two crossed yellow cannon. 
Of this 
end of the flag of the engineer battalion, 
which is also red, but with a white castle 
upon it, the less said th© better. It would 
bo dlfiicult to imagine two uglier flags. 
Inoidentally it may be said that the re­ 
cently publiibed president’s flag is about 
on a pai' with these two, although perhaps 
somewhat uglier. 
It has a big star on a 
rod ground. 
The ztfito regimental colors are u.suoll]? 
of blue «ilk, although some states have 
white and souio have red flags, with the 
ooat of arms of tho state embroidered or 
paintttd upon them. 
Borne of them arc 
very rich, aud, like those cf tho Connecti­ 
cut militia, for example, very handsome 
in design and execution. 
Tho New York coat of arms with Its sup- 
portcra, two women clothed in varlegat^ 
colojTP, does not lend Itself well as an orna­ 
ment to a flag, and tho arms themselves 
without th® supporters would look bettor. 
Our now regimental state colors are, ac­ 
cording to regulation, to be buff, but in 
this war our state regiments carry the 
United States regimental flag, not the 
state. 
It is hardly necessary to say that these 
colors are guarded with tender care both 
in and out of battle. In a charge they are 
always carried well up In th® van of ^the 
firing linos, and when tho regiment takes 
to trenches the flag is planted in tho center 
of the line on top of tlie earthworks. Tbo 
illustration, which wa-s drawn from a 
photograi)h, shows tbo colors of a regiment 
planted on one of tlie trenches before San­ 
tiago.

Sad News. Qeo. Whipple’s 
Death Confirmed. 


The Second regim ent reached quar­ 
antine yesterday 
on 
the 
transport 
Mobile. 
N early 
every 
man In the 
regim ent w as sick, 
and many were 
seriously ill. 
Hut the sadde.st news it 
brought was that of the death of m any 
more members of the regiment than 
had heretofore been reported. 
Four 
more were added to the list of Com­ 
pany M’s dead. 
They are Jam es M. 
Smith, R. N. Bruce, W. H. Crockw’ell, 
and F. W. 
Manning. 
In addition to 
these, the death of Corporal George 
W hipple w as confirmed this morning. 
This 
brings

list of the dead 
from Company M up to nine. The list 
of those knowm to be dead.

The condition of the transport Mobile 
w as found to be terrible on its arrival. 
Nearly every soldier was ill, fully 120 
being so badly off that they m ust be 
taken at once to the hospitals, w hile 
many more ought to go but cannot be 
accornrnodated. 
There w as no yellow 
fever on board, however, nor any con­ 
tagious disease, which will bring relief 
to friends of the soldiers. 
There had been eight deaths at sea In 
the Second regim ent. Among these was 
one Company M boy, F. W. Manning of 
Pittsfield. All had been buried at sea. 
The other deaths in Company M oc­ 
curred at Santiago. Smith died August 
3, Bruce died A ugust 10, and Crock- 
well August n .

The sad confirmation of the new s of 
George E. "Whipple’s death came by a 
telegram from his father, Major W hip­ 
ple, this morning. It was addressed to 
Nelson Sander.son. his 
broth-ln-law, 
and said sim ply that George died A u­ 
gust 12. 
This 
confirmation 
was a crushing 
blow to the hopes that had been held 
that the repoat m ight have been false. 
But it set at rest the terrible su s­ 
pense In which the fam ily has been liv ­ 
ing for the past few* days, and it w as 
a relief inasm uch as it brought the 
knowledge that Major Whipple him ­ 
self w as safely in this country. It had 
been feared that if George were se­ 
riously ill at the time the Mobile left 
his father would have been compelled 
to remain with him in Cuba, to his ow’n 
danger. 
The news w as a shock to the com m u­ 
nity alm ost as if the death had not 
been reported at all, as nearly every 
one had doubted the unverified report 
from Shafter.

here from the soldiers this morning, 
besides the one which told of W hip­ 


ple’s death. One w as from Capt. H. O. 
Hicks. It announced his anrival. and 
asked that heavy clothing and over­ 
coats be sent at once. Another from 
Lieut. George J. Crosier made a similar 
request, 
saying 
that all 
the 
boys 
needed to have overcoats sent them 
immediately. 


P r iv a te U l l l l a m t ’r o e k w c ll. 
Private W illiam H. Crockwell w as 
born In Berkshire, January 19, 1879, son 
of Thomas and Anna Crockwell of 
South street of this rtty. He had lived 
in Greylock and Adams, and previous 
to his enlistm ent In Company M w as 
employed in the Renfrew com pany’s 
jacquard mill at Adams, He w as con­ 
sidered the best w eaver In the shop. 
He was a very gentlem anly young man 
of excellent habits, and was also no­ 
ticeable on account of his neatness In 
dress. 
On July 19, he wrote a letter to his 
mother, telling her that he w as well. 
He had been very poor, but w as getting 
fat. He said he had the honor of being 
one of the first to enter the city of 
Santiago and had met a priest there 
who gave him a Catholic medal. 
He 
said he !>i*d also played a gam e of pool 
and eaten In a hotel In Santiago. He 
was introduced to a Spanish officer 
who wrote his address in Spanish on 
a page of the letter. 
Mr. Crockwell 
w as a companion of Private Benjamin 
R iley while in the army. Enclosed In 
his letter w as a Sacred Heart badge, 
emblematic of the League of the S&cred 
Heart of St. Thomas church, to which 
he belonged.

Tells of Regiment's Sufferings. 


Hugh P. Blackinton returned to Hoo- 
sick Falls last night, and stopped there 
Instead of com ing to his home In thjs 
city. He w as quite AAcak, and thought 
it better to stay there under the care 
of the physician whom he has hereto­ 
fore consulted. He a vI II therefore stay 
!n Hooslck Falls for a week or so. 
Mr. Blackinton Is noAv a private in 
Company M, having been reduced to 
the rank* at his own request. He had 
held the position of sergeant major. 
This request w as made on account of 
his Illness and the necessity of leaving 
the regim ent. He has lost 35 pounds 
in weight, but although he has been 
In ill health he has not been off duty 
a day prior to leaving camp. 
He w as seen In Troy last night and 
said to a reporter, “There fs hardly a 
man in the regim ent who does not drag 
along, that snap and springing gait 
which they had when they went south 
having disappeared. 
The people will 
hardly know* the men Avhen they re­ 
turn, We held our own very Avell at 
Chlckamauga, but at Tampa the men 
began to Avaste aw ay very fast. 
“The sentim ent of the regiment, 
bellGA*e, is to a man in favor of being 
mustered out of service. All the men 
Avanted 
go to the front. W e enlisted 
for a purpose, and that purpose has 
been denied us. W e have done no good, 
and ha\te done ourselves a great deal 
of harm and spent time which we 
could ill afford to lose. 
There is no 
question but that influence has kept 
us from going to thu front, and that 
Influence should noAA' 
us mustered 
out. No one has any right to do that, 
and it A\as a sham e that the men were 
held back. If anybody had a precious 
son in the regim ent and did not w*ant 
him to go to t|ie front they sh o u ld not 
haAte allowed him to go aw ay with 
the regiment, and not have detained 
the whole regim ent.’*
